FUSION STRONGLY DENOUNCED

STRONG ARGUMENTS FOR DEMOCRACY 


Both Orators Paint the Picture as It Is 
and Implore White Voters of All 
Parties To Get Together on 
Election Day and Re- 
deem the State. 


Charlotte, N. C., November 4.—One of the 
largest democratic rallies of the present 
campaign was held at Charlotte today. 
There were about 1,000 mounted men in the 
parade. Senator B. F. Tillman, of 8. C., 
and Senator John W. Daniel, of Virginia, 
were the speakers. They were enthusias- 
tically received. Senator Tillman began 
by arraignment of Grover Cleveland, and 
after reviewing the conditions in North 
Carolina urged the democrats and populists 


| with re-enforcements, and had it not been 
for the interposition of cool heads the im- 
pending crisis would have culminated here 
tonight. 

Trouble is expected at any moment. The 
negroes are becoming more bold. While 
conversing in groups on the streets, where 
white people can hear.them, the negroes 
use such expressions as there: “I want to 
Wash my hands in these tallow-faces’ 
blood,” “‘I could tear their hearts out.” 

The republican convention, by order of 
Governor Russell, adjourned sine die last 
night without naming a ticket. A motion 
to adjourn, made by a white delegate, was 
seconded and put by the white chairman, 
Lockey. In the confusion which followed 
the chairman declared the motion carried 
and quickly left the building. 

The negroes have been forsaken by all 
white leaders, whom they now denounce 
and declare they will maintgin their rights 
at any cost. 

No party lines here, the question is who 
shall govern, white people or negroes? 


WILL THOSE TROOPS BE SENT?P 


Rumor of Scheme Which Would Throw 
Troops in Wilmington. 
Washington, November 4.—(Special.)— 
There is a good deal of mystery here over 
the attitude of administration officials to- 
ward the political and race conditions in 

North Carolina, 


to shake hands and get eogether, as no man 
needs stay out of the democratic party on 
account of Clevelandism. 


“Fusion in North Carolina,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
nothing but republicanism. The way to kill 
fusion is to invite populists back as broth- 
ers and as white men wro love North Caro- 
lina. But if they do not come, as sure as 
the sun shines, the 150,000 democrats will no 
longer submit to the present state of things.

ed to insult them. 

“There were white men in South Carolina 
who told the poor whites not to follow 
Tillman, that he would disfranchise ‘them. 
But they have never been disfranchised. 
You need not disfranchise any white people 
up here; neither need you disfranchise any 
negroes. But it you do not you white peo- 
ple must stick together. It is a question 
whetber you can stay together and keep 
out the thieves. The source of the govern- 
ment is the individuai citizen. The stream 
cannot rise higher than its source. But 
when @ State with 100,000 white majority 
gives itself bad government and puts ig- 
norant negroes in the saddle it hardly de- 
serves much sympathy.”’ 

Daniel, of Virginia, Speaks. 

Senator Daniel made a very conservative 
speech eulogizing the democratic party <¢.nd 
arraigning the republican party. He «waid 
he learned that “the canvass here was not 
being conducted on the refinements of po- 
litical issues, but in favor of good govern- 
ment and the rule of intelligence. If there 
is @ race question here it is no novelty for 
the Anglo-Saxon to deal with.”’ 

Senator Daniel spoke of the feeling to- 
ward the negro in the north and said that 
the best friend of the negre was the south- 
ern man and that the greatest enemy the 
blacks had was the white man who tricd to 
Dut the negr@ up over his white neighoors.

War department officials are, 
however, very positive in their declaration 
that no such orders have been issued that 
they know of. At the adjutant general’s 
office it was stated that any orders given 
the Second regiment, or any part of it, 
must come through that office, and there 
was no knowledge there of any such move- 


ment is under orders: to prepare to take 
part in the general movement on Cuba, 
not Porto Rico, as reported from Wil- 
mington, but no order fo- its move- 
ment has been issued as yet and the 
department has had no idea of arranging 
so that the soldiers will be in Wilmington 
that day.

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TENSION TIGHT AT WILMINGTON 


Rumors of a Riot at Newberne Came 
Near Causing Trouble. 
Wilmington, N. C.. November 4.—(Spe- 
cia].)—Prominent streets are filled tonight 
with hundreds of armed citizens and red 
shirts. The report that a riot had begun 
at Newberne and five whites killed came 


near precipitating a conflict here 

The special came o’efck this 
afternoon, and shortly afterwards a num- 
ber of men had donned red shirts and re- 
paired to the headquarters of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railway Company and ordered 
a special train. A Colt's rapid-fire gun was 
arranged tor transportation and severa! 
hundred red shirts prepared to board the 
cars. This hurried preparation set ‘the 
negroes by the ears, and squads of them 
congregated.on the various street corners 
and became sulky and insolent. 

Later a special from Newberne contra- 
dicted the report and explained that the 
negroes attempted to ‘hold a mass meeting 
and the whites hired the hall. 

A number of red shirts tonight, while on 
their way to headquarters, became involv- 
ed in an altercation with negroes and a 
hand-to-hand fight ensued. Several negroes 
were knocked senseless and one cut heavily 
across the face with a sword.

Statement on the political situation in North 
Carolina from the Several of 
the leading morning papers in the state: 
From Editor News-Observer. 
Raleigh, N. C., November 4.—The po- 
litical tension is such as never before 
in North Carolina since 1876. In east- 
ern North Carolina, where tne political 
divisionis along race lines, the white 
people are aroused to a point where they 
will use every lawful means to restore 
white supremacy. There has been no 
disturbance except in three places, and 
there is no apprehension. felt except in 
tWo or three counties where the con- 
test is hottest, and even there the con- 
Seryatism of the people probably wil] 
avert trouble. In Wilmington the demo- 
crats pay 9% per cent of the taxes in 
that city, and have no voice in public 
affairs. The condition ig so intolerable 
that the bus.ness men of all parties 
have advised that the white man’s 
ticket be elected without opposition. 
The republicans of . New Hanover 
agreed to this, and there will be only 
one ticket in tnat county. Thousands 
of people have returned to the demo- 
cratic party, and hundreds of repub- 
licans wil] vote with the democrats on 
the local ticket. I spoke tonight at 
Southern Pines. It is practicaliy popu- 
lated by northern settlers. With one 
possible exception the northern settlers 
at that resort will vote the democratic 
state and loca] ticket, though a ma- 
jority of them are republicans upon 
national] issues. This is true also in the 
case in other parts of North Carolina. 
Many of them are among tne most 
active workers for success of the demo- 
cratic ticket. With a large acquaint- 
ance among northern settlers in the 
state, I do not know one who is not an 
office holder who will vote the fusion 
ticket.

IS READY FOR QUICK CRUISE. 


Flying Squadron Will Be Formed in 
the Hampton Roads. 
Washington, November 4.—It is gaii at 
the navy department that the New York, 
flagship of the north <Atlan‘ic squadron, 
will proceed from New York to Newport 
News as soon as she is provisioned and 

supplied. 

At Newport News the vessel will coal 
and then lie at anchor in Hampton Roads 
awaiting orders. 

Commodore Philip, commanding the 
north Atlantic gtation during the absence 
of Admiral Sampson, will be aboard the 
New York. 

Probably other vessels of the squadron 
will be gathered in the roads in view 
of the fact that this is a capital place, 
strategically, for the dispatch of a flying 
squadron in any direction at short no- 
tice. 

It was stated that there Is at present 
no intention of @ispatching warships to 
Cuba in addition to those already there. 


TWO CONSUMPTIVES ARE CURED. 


Cook County Will Open a Hospital 
Some Time Next Week. 
Chicago, November 4.—Dr. B. J. Mur- 
phy’s new treatment for consumptives has 
apparently worked its first cures. The pa- 
tients are Willlam B. Purcell and J. C. Ed- 
wards, who haye been undergoing the treat- 

ment for a little over three months. 

The treatment is that which excited wild 
interest when presented in a paper read by 
Dr. Murphy before the American Medical 
Association at Denver thissummer. There 
are now between sixty and seventy patients 
taking the treatment. 

The Cook County hospital for consump- 
tives, a charitable institution with accom- 
modations for 38 patients, which will be 
opened next week, will try the treatment 
on an extended scale.

Peace Negotiations in Paris Came to 
an Abrupt Stancstill, but It 
Is Not Thought That 
the Breach Will Be 
Final. 


Paris, November 4-——-The Spanish com- 
missioners, in the course of a two hours’ 
session of the peace conference today, 
flatly refused to accept Monday’s propo- 
sition by the Americans to take the entire 
Philippine group and to reimburse Spain 
for her “‘pacific’’ expenditures there. 

This negative @ecifion -was expected. 
The Spanish commissioners had also a 
number of positive which 
fiied some thirty-seven sheets of a type- 


written presentment. 
In this statement the Spaniards held 


that the United States had not ulti- 
mate rights in the Philippine islands

and could have none save by the con- | 
sent of Spain in these negotiations and | 


upon terms satisfactory to her. 

According to the Spanish contention in 
the formal statement, the United States 
entertained no theught of annexing the 
Philippines when the protocol was signed 
or it would’ have , “expressed in the 
protocol as clearly as the conditions re- 
garding the concessions of territory in the 
Antilles.and the orient. M. Cambon, be- 
fore the signature of the protocol, received 
from Madrid—the presentment alleged—a 
cable message clearly setting forth that 
the maintenance of Spain’s authority over 
the Philippines should not be affected by 
the protocol, to which reservation the 
United States made at that time no protest 
or objection, 

No Claims on Philippines. 

This dispatch to M. Cambon, the 
Spaniards claimed today, embodied also 
the view that the United States had no 
Valid basis for claims in the archipelago. 

It was further held today by Senor 
Rios and his colleagues that the capit- 
ulation of Manila, which occurred after 


the signing of the protocol and thus 
efter the disposition of peace, was in- 
valid. 


as 


On this for a groundwork, the Spaniards 
made their firs: positive move against the 
Americans and it constituted their counter 
proposition. They charged upon the United 
States a wrcngful appropriation of publie 
moneys belonging to Spain by seizing the 
tariff duties at Manila and they formally 
demanded the return of these moneys in 
the sum of nearly a mfllion dollars. 

On the same premise, the United States 
was today declared to nave held as prison- 
ers the Spanish soldiers at Manila in viola- 
tion of international law, because done af- 
ter the suspension of hostilities under the 
protocol. A further charge was made that 
by the imprisonment of Spanish troops at 
Manila the United States had prevented 
Spain from quelling the insurrection and 
had thus contributed to the violence against 
Spain after the cessation of hostilities. 

Today’s Spanish piesentment also cit- 
ed the refusal of the Americans to con- 
sider the Cuban debt on the ground 
that it was not sanctioned in the proto- 
col and demanded an ad'‘nerence to this 
aS a precedent in the discussion of the 

Philippines, regarding cession of which 

the Spanish commissioners held the pro- 

tocol to make no mention, 

In support of these assertions, arguments 
and demands, the Spanish presentment 
invokes Spain’s record in the correspond- 
ence by mail and telegraph, though it is 
not known officially whether the Spaniards 
produced the message sald to have 
sent. from Madrid to M. Canbon, at 
time the protocol was signed, in which it 
was affirmed today Spain reserved her 
Philippine sovereignty. The presentment 
was read by Interpreter Ferguson, being 
rendered from the Spanish, in which it was 
written into English.

Nor have the American commissioners at 
any time, on the other hand, held or be- 
lieved that the protocol determined ary- 
thing against Spain's sovereignty in the 
Philippines. The American representa- 
tives have, however, held, and doubtless 
will hold, that the protoco] Was meant to 
provide, and does provide, for a decision 
by the Paris conference regarding Ahe 
Owrership of the Phhilippfnes. 

In this connection, too, che Americans 
will undoubtedly cite the fact that originai- 
ly the protocol contained the word “‘pos- 
sess’’ instead of ‘‘disposition,’’ the latter 
having been substituted at M. Cambon’s 
request and in deference to Spanish sensi- 
billties. The original reading will unques- 
tlonably be. recurred now as indicating the 
mental attitude of the American signers of 
the protocol toward American possession of 
the Philippires. This line of reasoning 
naturaly will include the quéstion of the 
precedent which the Spaniards say was cre- 
ated by the refusal of the United States to 
consider the Cuban debt because it was not 
mentioned in the? protocol. 

It is possible that the American 
commissioners may finally concur with 
the Spanish contention that the capit- 
ulation of Manila, coming after the 
Signing of the protocol, was invalid. 


In that event the Americans may cite, 
as an offset to the tariff duties collected, 
their own expenditure in administering 
the government of Manila and enforcing 
order. They may also ask if. Spain wishes 
the insurgent cordon of the city ,and the 
insurgent control of the water works re- 
established step toward the restora- 
tion of the status quo ante, which the 
Spaniards declared was broken by the 
Americans. 

Finally, Spain may be asked to consider 
whether, instead of being prisoners of the 
United States, the Spanish troops at Ma- 
nila were not more exactly refugees and 
within American protection. 

But however the contentions may run, 
there are at present no indications of a 
rupture.

HOUSE OF DEPUTIES MEETS. | 


New Premier Reads Ministerial Decla- | 


ration to the Bo-y. 

Paris, November 4.—The chamber of dep- 
uties opened today with a crowded assem- 
bly, after its adjournment on October 25th. 
the day of the fall of tHe cabinet presided 
over by M. Brisson. : 

Amid great animation the new premfer, 
M Dupuy, read the ministerial declaration. 
He began by declaring the cabinet fudy 
recognized the difficulties and responsibill- 
ties of the task undertaken and affirmed 
the supremacy of civil power as the funda- 
mental principle of a republican state and 
expressed confidence in the army, which, 
he added, would faithfully respect the laws 
of the republic. 

M. Dupuy then emphasized the impera- 
tive necessity of fulfilling the obl'gations of 
the exposition of 1900 and continued: 

“France must neglect nothing to main- 
tain the position she has won by her loyal- 
ty, strength and love of the peace. She 
must devote herseif to strengthening this 
position, which was consecrated before the 

orld by a previous alliance. 

“The government's foreign policy will be 
inspired by the cimar interest of the county 
and care wil] be taken that our efforts are 
only proportionate to the value of the ob- 
ject at stake.”’ 

The ministerial declaration was applauded 
in both the chamber of deputies and in the 
senate. 

In the chamber of deputies, M. Mirman, 
socialist, opened a discussion on the gen- 
eral policy of the government. He com- 
plained of the excessive measures taken in 
the recent strike, of the reactionary ten- 
dencies of the army and of the dismissal of 
the pro-Dreyfus university professors. 

M. Dupuy replied that the government 
did not intend to introduce new laws, as 
those already existing sufficed to guaran- 
tee order and protect the army. As to the 
Dreyfus case, the premier added, light wili 
be thrown on it the day the court renders 
its decision, which will be enforced by the 
government. 

The chamber approved’ the ministerial 
declaration by a vote of 429 to 64. 

The minister of finance, M. Peytral, in- 
troduced the budget, and M, Delcasse, the 
minister of foreign affairs, replying to de- 
mands for the discussion of the Fashoda 
question, said he was unable to fix a date 
for it, in view of the interests he had 
to safeguard, but he added he hoped to 
irrange an early date for its discussion. 

The minister of justice, M. Le Bret, 
plying to a motion providing that all revis- 
ion cases be submitted to the whole court 
of cassation, instead of to particular de- 
partments, said it was impossible to alter 
the procedure already started in the Drey- 
fus case,

SENATE PASSES FIRST BILL. 


Gives the United States Property at 
Warm Springs To Cultivate Fish. 

The senate was in session for eleven 
minutes yesterday morning, and during 
that time the members passed their first 
bill. Representative Mullins, of Meriweth- 
er, Was the author, and it gives Meriweth- 
er county the right to cede to the federal 
government property at Warm Springs to 
be used as a fish hatchery. It went 
through the house in two days, and on 
Thursday Senator Redding called his spe- 
cial judiciary committee together for the 
first time in order to recommend it. Yes- 
terday it was read for the third time in 
the upper house, and, when put on final 
passage, was unanimously adopted. It 
carries no appropriation, and, aithough 
technically a local bill, it is a measure 
in which the people of the whole state 
really have an interest. The United States 
fish commission has decided to do a good 
deal in a piscatorial way for Georgia. 

Senator Hand had the joint resolution 
of thanks to Former Governor W. J. 
Northen, for his good work at Omaha, 
so amended as to include the names of 
all the trans-Mi:sissippi expcesition commis- 
sioners, and in this saape it went through.

This oppo- 
sition is an indefinable and indefinite sort 
of an affair at present, but-it is certain 
to have a real,a ctive and aggressive exist- 
ence in future, and as soon as the reform 
committee begins to dictate its terms to 
the house, the opposition will rear up on 
its nether legs and be theard. Whether it 
will be overwheim the reformers 
or be overwhelmed itself is a matter for 
a future legislative historian to write. 

The opposition has been inspired chiefly 
by the fact that the new committee is an 
intruder in public affairs. A large ma- 
jority of the members of the house wore 
not invited to attend the preliminary meet- 
ing, the first information they thad 
that such a movement was on fvot was 
in the newspapers, Naturally they objected 
to this method of doing business, and natu- 
rally, they developed, more or less 
promptly, animosity the committee's 
bilis. That is human nature, and it ap- 
pears ‘to unfortunate for the commit 
tee that the promoters of the enterprise did 
not take human nature more into con- 
Sideration. As it stands at present, the 
reformers seem simply to thaye organized 
a minority, and whenever they reach out 
for new members they are asked: ‘Why 
didn’t you invite me in the first place?’ It 
is nard to handle a yard stick in the Geor- 
fsia.legislature, and the man who issued 
the first call of the reformers must have 
worried a good dea) over his work, for he 
selected one representative in some coun- 
ties and left out another, and he had to 
pick here and there under circumstances 
that would baffle the most expert. Wheth- 
er or not he is satisfied with the net result 
of his work remains to be seen, 

It is apparently the idea of the reform 
committee to present a series of bills of 
the retrenchment order with a view te 
satisfying the universal demand for a re- 
duction in the tax rate, and no one doubts 
that they are in their intentions.

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Diversified Industries. 

We print in another column a letter 
from Mr. W. J. Kincaid, of Griffin, to 
which we desire to call the attention 
of our readers. It is a most inspiring 
letter, and the man who does not keenly 
relish its vigorous statements, its hope- 
ful tone and its matter-of-fact style may 
be very sure that his day is passed or 
will never come. Mr. Kincaid hag the 
right to speak dogmatically on the sub- 
ject with which his letter deals. He 
is at the head of two of the most suc- 
cessful manufacturing industries in 
Georgia, and he ig not writing blindly 
and in the dark. 

He speaks from experience. When 
he ventured into the business of manu- 
facturing some years ago, his knowl- 
edge of it was confined to a familiarity 
with the various grades of goods that 
is acquired in a dry goods store. But 
his success in the new venture was im- 
mediate. Itis his own experience'which 
gives him so much confidence in the 
ability of a fairly eqyipped business man 
to engage successfully in almost any line 
of productive industry. 

The note of optimism which Mr. Kin- 
caid strikes is of very great importance 
at this time. It is the key to success 
in every department of life and busi- 
ness. The times are hard. Very well; 
go to work and help to make them 
easier. Money is scarce. It is, indeed; 
but it will be still scarcer if we do not 
get to work and produce something 
that will make money more plentiful. 
We can never have a plentiful supply of 
money at home if we have to go abroad 
to spend it When Mr. Hemphill went 
to Providence recently he found rents 
high and real estate bringing eood 
prices, Now rents cannot be high if 
people are not able and willing to pay 
them, and real estate will not fetch 
good prices unless there is an active 
and insistent demand for it. ‘These 
are marks of prosperity. 

At such a time as this, there must 
be some substantial reason for pros- 
perity, even in the town of Providence. 
Mr. Hemphill saw at once that it was 
caused by diversified industries. These 
industries, by the sale of their products, 
were bringing more money into Provi- 
dence than the people spend abroad. 
The money in circulation was not only 
kept at home, but the volume was con- 
stantly added to by the sale of the prod- 
ucts of the various industries. This is 
the secret of a town’s prosperity, 
plenty of money to work upon, and the 
rapid exchange of it from hand to hand. 

Diversified industries, by selling their 
products abroad, are constantly bringing 
fresh supplies of money into the com- 
munity and putting it in circulation: 
and a city that has these industries 
is bound to be prosperous and progres- 
sive. It would not be overshooting 
the mark if we were to say that the 
future of Atlanta depends on the in- 
crease of these industries in numbers 
and importance. This being so, the 
whole subject is of vital consequence to 
the property owners and (business men 
of the town; and we shall make no 
apology for discussing the matter now, 
and of returning to it at every opportun- 
ity. . 

There seems to be an idea in some 
people’s minds that the cotton mill busi- 
ness has been overdone in Georgia and 
in the south. It is an idea born of that 
Spirit of pessimism which Mr. Kincaid 
treats with such deserved contempt. The 
business ofcotton manufacturing in the 
south will never be overdone in the south 
while there is a successful cotton mii] in 
operation elsewhere in the world. Mr. 
Kincaid says that your real pessimst is 
the devil’s representative, and the state- 
ment is not too strong. Pessimism is 
the trademark of the lazy man, the no- 
account, the good-for-nothing. Our ecor- 
respondent is far removed from that un- 
desirable tribe. He prophesies’. that 
within the next twenty years the Pied- 
mont region of the south will become 
the leading cotton milling section in the 
United States. We say “he prophe- 
sies’’—but that makes the matter too 
vague. Let us say rather that Mr. Kin- 
caid looks into the near future with the 
keen and trained vision of an alert bus- 
iness Man. The change is taking place 
before our eyes. 7 

More rapidly that we could conceive 


on years ago, the business of cotton 
manufacturing is in course of transfer- 
ence to the cotton flelds; and the time 
will come when the farmers in large 
sections of the country will be able to 
dispense with bagging and ties and save 
the cost of packing and pressing. Con- 
tiguity of the factories to the cotton 
fields will enable the growers to carry 
the lint cotton to the mills just as it 
comes from the gin. ~ This will repre- 
sent an immense saving all around. 
How full of fine vigor and confidence 
—the qualities that win—is Mr. Kincaid’s 
declaration that “there is nothing on 
earth made or sold without a legitimate 
average profit!’ And what a note of 
invitation is to be found in the tersely 
put maxims—‘‘Average skill will give 
average profits; superior skill will give 
superior profits!” “One can always count 
on average management for competi- 
tion; consequently it does not take ex- 
traordinary skill and ability to obtain 
a fair success!” 
Mr. Kincaid’s letter is brief, but it is 
full of pith. .It is a call to the timid . 
and the dejected. 
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Not Taking Things for Granted. 

It is very evident that England is not 
in a mood to take anything for granted. 
Despite the announcement from Paris 
that the war cloud has burst and that 
Marchand has been ordered from Fasho- 
da, the preparations of the British ad- 
miralty are being hurried forward in a 
way that looks distinctly like business. 

Every ship in the great navy is being 
placed on a war footing, and dispatches 
from Lon@on and all the naval stations 
of the empire show that this is being 
done with characteristic British thor- 
oughness. 

Does all this mean simply that Eng- 
land thinks it a good time to give the 
world an object lesson in the efficiency 
of her navy, or is there something more 
back of it? Does Salisbury doubt the 
sincerity of the French promise to with- 
draw Marchand? It the crisis in Eu- 
ropean affairs still on? 

The announcement that Emperor Wil- 
liam has cut short his Palestine picnic 
because of the critical state of affairs 
in Europe lends color to the theory that 
there may be good cause for these hurry 
preparations on the part of the Eng- 
lish. Taking all these indications to- 
gether, it looks very much as if the 
doves of peace may not have yet perched 
on the European war banners, and that 
here is still a chance for a clash. 


All or None. 

There are unmistakable indications of 
a weakening on the part of the admin- 
istration in its demand for the Philip- 
pines and itg accompanying determina- 
tion to pay forty million dollars or some 
other sum to Spain. ‘The offer tof pay- 
ment has given rise to unexpected op- 
position; if the advance statements can 
be relied upon, some of the most prom- 
inept republican senators will oppose 
the ratification of a treaty carrying any 
compensation to Spain. 

Hew much of this talk may be for ef- 
fect in the elections cannot be said, but 
if any considerable portion of it is gen- 
uine, the president’s programme is in 
danger of receiving a rude shock when 
it gets before the senate for ratification. 
The outlook is that complications can- 
not be avoided. There is by no means 
such a sentiment for expansion with 
a forty-million-dollar attachment as 
there is for expansion as an abstract 
proposition, and the president has-ebe- 
gun to realize it. 

The result is shown in the announce- 
ment sent out from the white house that 
the president has not made up his mind 
definitely on his Philippine programme; 
that the stand taken by the commis- 
sioners at Monday’s meeting is by no 
means final; and that the president is 
feeling the pulse of the country through 
reading the newspapers and the thou- 
sands of letters of advice sent him by 
his constituents. 

It is a little difficult to see, however, 
what the president is going to do about 
it. To laymen, the possible modifica- 
tions of that order to the commission- 
ers do not seem to be very clear. The 
president must realize that if he takes 
back the offer which he has made 
through the commissioners of the pay- 
ment of betterment money to Spain, he 
will put this country in an unenviable 
position im the eyes of the world and 
will doubtless force a rupture of the 
peace negotiations. On the other hand, 
the sentiment of the country is unques- 
tionably against the payment of the 
money. 

If he attempts a compromise by tak- 
ing only one island or a part of that 
island, as was the first plan, he will 
plunge the country into complications 
far more serious than by assuming the 
responsibility for the government of 
the entire group. The president realizes 
this. In taking the entire group, this 
government will, for all practical pur- 
poses, have only the natives to deal with 
and that will be a comparatively simple 
and easy problem. If, on the other 
hand, there is divided sovereignty in 
the group, if there is a division of the 
other islands among the nations of Eu- 
rope, this country would be put in a 
position where it would be constantly 
becoming involved in the foreign affairs 
of all the other nations of the world. 

The question which presents itself to 
the president is: Will he allow himself 
to be swerved by the popular outcry 
against any payment to Spain, and re- 
cede entirely from the position he has 
taken in favor of annexation, or will he 
go ahead and annex, making such pay- 
ment as seems to him to be equitable 
and just? 

There can be little doubt that to take 
the middle ground would be doing what 
would, in the end, prove a grave men- 
ace of this country, for the dangers from 
a partial annexation, must be graver 
than from those which would come 
from taking the entire archipelago. 
ERither we should annex the Philippines 
as a whole, holding them as American 
territory and giving the people the ad- 
vantages of fair and just government 
until such time’as they are capable of 
administering a free and stable govern- 
ment of their own, Or we should leave 
the islands to Spain to do with them 
what she may choose. 

The outcry against any payment to 
Spain is natural; but it is not just nor 
is it warranted by the precedents of in- 
ternational law. So long as any just 
sum is paid into the Spanish treasury 
and does not go to the people who have 
been quietly buying up the Philippine 
bonds, there wil) be little objection to 
its payment by those who honestly fa- 
vor the annexation of the islands. 

In its last analysis the question is: 
Shall we annex all those islands, or shall 
we.let them go? That is the question 


for the president to decide, and he 
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should be able to do so without consult- 
ing anybody. If he believed they should 
be taken when he sent his instructions 
to the commission at Paris, the fact that 
there is objection now to the payment 
of money to Spain ought not be enough 
to make him change his mind. If he 
was not surer of his ground than that, 
he was not sure enough of it to warrant 
the instructions he sent his commis- 
sioners. 

It is said that before he went on that 
western trip, the president had not made 
up his mind where he stood with regard 
to this great problem, but that he was 
convinced by the reception given his 
expansion utterances that the people of 
the country wanted it, and he made his 
decision accordingly. This can hardly 
be true, for it would indicate a degree 
of vacillation and a tendency to accept 
surface indications to a degree far great- 
er than President McKinley’s critics 
have charged against him. 

It looks as if he has gone too far to 
recede from his position now. In justice 
to himself he will have to not only de- 
mand the islands but pay Spain a rea- 
sonable sum for betterments, no mat- 
ter how great the popular clamor may 
be against this Tatter step. 


The Geological Department. 

The tendency-toward reform and econ- 
omy in the legislature has already made 
a showing that would be remarkable 
if custom had not somewhat staled it. 
A movement has been made to abolish 
the geological department. It has been 
made before,,on varioug occasions, and 
it is now recognized as a perfectly harm- 
less method of putting the people on 
notice that a thirsty desire for economy 
is in the air. 

Quite recently ex-Governor Northen 
had in charge at the Omaha exposition 
a display which represented the state of 
Georgia. Those who knew that this 
display would be made, and were afraid 
that our good old state would be handi- 
capped by comparison with other states, 
were inclined to shun all reference to 
the matter. They knew that Governor 
Northen, whose patience is inexhausti- 
ble and whose zeal is untiring, would 
do and had done the”*best he could 
—Which was a little better perhaps 
than almost any other man could do 
under the circumstances; but they were 
afraid that the display would be no 
credit to the state in a large and com- 
prehensive sense. 

And they had good reason for this fear. 
The state had made no appropriation 
for any display at the exposition, and 
the most that Governor Northen could 
do would be to depend on his own ef- 
forts, and those of his associates, which, 
great ag they were, could be only indi- 
vidual efforts. But it turned out that 
the state had made an appropriation— 
had made it without knowing it and 
without intending it! The fact is as 
surprising and as full of romance (if 
we may say so) as a fairy tale. The 
general assembly, without knowing it, 
without intending it, had made an ap- 
propriation for a display which, in con- 
junction with the efforts of Governor 
Northen and those whom he summoned 
to assist him, gave the state a very 
enviable position among those com- 
monwealths which were competing there 
for public attention. 

We may say of our own knowledge 
that many Georgians who went to Oma- 
ha expecting to find the state’s coat-of- 
arms tacked over a totally inadequate dis- 
play, were very agreeably disappointed. 
It attracted the attention of all the vis- 
itors, and it will be productive of the 
most practical results. 

No doubt the members of the legisla: 
ture and our readers are curious to 
know when the appropriation for this 
Omaha exhibit was made. Well, as the 
matter is no secret, we hasten to say 
that a large part of the appropriation 
was made when the general assembly 
provided for the organization of the 
geological G@epartment. The work 
achieved by that department and the 
specimeng of ores and minerals that it 
has been able to accumulate, were a most 
attractive feature of the Omaha exhibit. 
They gave to that display a most 
astonishing variety, and added a hun- 
dredfold to its importance and its in- 
terest. But for them the display would 
have been entirely inadequate. 

But perhaps some of the economists of 
the general assembly will resent this 
employment of the results of the geolog- 
ical bureau. What right had anybody 
to be carting the minerals and ores 
gathered by the department awav off 
yonder to the end of creation? Well, let 
us get up an investigating committee 
and look into the matter. 

MeanWhile, sensible members. will 
agree that the success of the Georgia 
exhibit at Omaha—a success due largely 
to the geological department—is, in it- 
self, a sufficient reason for opposing any 
measure looking to its abolition. 
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Spain would have saved money and 
a big lump of honor by clearing out of 
Cuba when Uncle Sam gave the word. 
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Teddy now threatens to claim that 
there was nobody at Santiago but him 
and Creelman.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Greece is the paradise of aesthetic lovers. 
To such minute detail has the language 
of flowers in that kingdom been reduced, 
that sweethearts may hold extensive cor- 
respondence by the interchange of loose 
clusters of blossoms.

Miss Elmire Marie Charpentier, in New 
Orleans, the last sixteen years of whose 
life have furnished a scientific problem, 
is dead, When nine years old she began 
to sleep longer than was normal, and at 
the death of her little brother, to whom 
she was passionateiy devoted, her sleep- 


ing spells began to be more prolonged. 
She was eighteen years old at that time. 
Then she had an attack of fever and fell 
into g trance which has lasted for sixteen 
years, with intermissions of two hours 
dally, when she was fed. During these in- 
termissions she was in the full possession 
of her faculties and appreciaied her condi- 
tion. Miss Charpentier was a daughter of 
Abnoir S. Charpentier, of Lobit & Char- 
pentier, one of the wealthiest commission 
houses in New Orleans during the ante- 
bellum days. The war swept away their 
fortune, and her father died, leaving the 
family’s circumstances very sadly altered. 
For three days before her death Miss Char- 
pentier evinced no sign of her usual waken- 
ing, and Dr. C. J. Lopez was called in. It 
was hard to determine if life was really 
extinct, for her condition while in the 
tramees was deathlike. Every test was 
resorted to before her burial. The case has 
attracted widespread attention in the medi- 
cal fraternity. During the sixteen years of 
her trance she was awake 11,680 hours; 
unconscious 140,160 hours. Bhe was conscious 
one year and ten months out of sixteen 
years. 

Every one who has visited the island of 
Malta is struck by the curious hood worn 
by all femates from infancy to ob age, 
which is known ag the fal detta. It is 
mace of black silk, stiffened with whale 
bene, and accorcing to the side of the head 
on which it is worn, proclaims whether 
its wearer is single or married. It is said 
that when the French at the beginning of 
the century were in possession of the is- 
laud the women were submitted then to 
such indignities that they were ordered 
by their priests to wear the fal @etta or 
hood of shame for a period of one hun- 
dred vears. Thos period will soon elapse 
and it is a sutject for speculation whether 
the natives will discontinue the fal detta 
or not. What was once intended as a 
punishment is now #egarded: as an honor- 
able distinction.

Manufacturing in Georgia. 

Editor Constitution: I was much egrati- 
fied by Colonel W. A. Hemphill’s forceful 
article in last Sunday’s Constitution on the 
subject of manufacturing. While the Con- 
stitucion has been, for many years, a power 
in the land, I am pleased to see of late a 
strong interest in material development. 

Diversified manufacturing is the one thing 
necessary to insure prosperity in Georgia. 
That we now do something only empha- 
sizes the fact that we can do more. The 
truth is we have for years lived for below 
our opportunities—have left undone many 
things we ought to have done, but we are 
still young and vigorous, and to mend_our 
ways speedily is the height of wisdom. 
The pertinent question is what shall we 
do and how shall we do it, 

The answer is—make everything we use 
and all we can sell profitably. Buc the next 
question arises, can we manufacture profit- 
ably? This goes without saying. It would 
be equally as pertinent to ask if we can 
raise sweet potatoes in Georgia. 

‘Years ago when the south seriously em- 
barked in cotton manufacturing, our New 
England friends told us, in a patronizing 
way that we might succesfully make brown 
sheetings and brown drills, but this was 
said with an implied if. The tast fifteen 
years have demonstrated that in all coarse 
and medium goods, brown and colored, we 
are on top, and I venture to say that the 
next twenty years will make the Piedmont 
section of the south the leading cotton seo- 
tion of the United States, 

But cotton milling in Georgia no longer 
needs coddling. The infant has dropped its 
swaddling cloth and now stands forth 
stripped for the fight; strong of arm, elean 
of limb, keen of eye and clear of head, 
ready, to meet all comers.

ADVICE TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


“Such a Law Is Not Needed.” 

Americus, Ga, Times-Recorder: Repre- 
sentative Speer, of Sumter, seems to be 
loaded for bear and@ bids fair to lead all his 
colleague in the rapid introduction of house 
bills. His latest patriotic effort is classed 
house bill No. 16 and reads as follows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act to amend 
section 2185 of the code of Georgia relating 
la the appointment and qualification of 
commissioners, providing for the 
election of railroad commissioners by the 
people and for other purposes.”’ 

The T:mes-Recorder doubts the advisabili- 
ty of introducing this bill and does not 
think the legislature, after due considera- 
tion, will see any wisdom in its passage. 
The people are not clamoring for the power 
and the expansive elective privileges that 
some of the solons and disgruntled office 
seekers and politicians would have be- 
lieved. It is a fact that will not bear con- 
tradiction that the people are indifferent 
about such matters, and it is with the ut- 
most difficulty that the masses of’ the 
voters can be aroused to.take interest suffi- 
cient to come to the pol’s even when the 
governor is to be chosen. The election of 
the railroad commission should be left to 
the wisdom and commercial discretion ofthe 
governor of the state. It is of paramount 
importance that this body’ should be re- 
moved from any taint of demagoguery, and 
it would be better for the commission to 
be abolished entirely than to run the risk 
of embarrassing the state’s commercial! 
and financial interest by politica] dickering 
and the mudsiinging methods that are now 
employed to be elected to any otfce in this 
state. If a man is elected governor of 
Georgia by the popular vote of a majority 
of the democratic party dees it not stand to 
reason that it would ve just right and 
equitable to trust the chief executive with 
the selection of that dignified body, the 
railroad commission? Inasmuch as the law 
has been so ably administered {1 the past 
under the appointive system The Times-Re- 
corder hopes it will not be changed. 

Columbus Enquirer-Sun: Lively times 
are ahead for the Georgia legislature. The 
reformers have resolved themselves into a 
caucus for the purpose of securing the 
passage of reform measures. Forty-seven 
votes were polled in the caucus last night. 
if this caucus of forty-seven members ies 
to control legislation, it would be economy 
to send the rest of the legislators home and 
save their per diem. Legislation by caucus, 
behind closed doors, with almost the entire 
house and senate democratic, may be a ne- 
cessity in Georgia, but it will bea little diffi- 
cult to convince th emasses of the people 
that such is the case.

FASHIONS IN ORATORY 
AMONG LEGISLATORS. 


There will never be a fixed standard, so 
far as oratory is concerned. Speakers, as 
well as writers, find that public taste is 
a freakish, unreliable thing, generally 
changing with each generation. 

The orator whose printed speeches read 
well an@ win favor a century after they 
were delivered is a fortunate man, but if 
he could revisit this world and address 
an audience in the style which was popu- 
lar in his day, the chances are that he 
would be ridiculed, or at least heard with 
indifference. 

Oratory ‘has its fashions. 
as a very cold fact! 


Put that down 


Georgia is a land of orators. She has a 
host of eloquent speakers, and she has 
always had them, but if those of the 
past could now respond to an invitation 
to meet their successors of today in an 
oratorical contest the judges would resign 
in despair. They would not be able to 
award the medals without mortaily offend- 
ing the great men of the olden time whose 
eloquence once “commanded the applause 
of listening senates.’”’ 

In the early days of our commonwealth 
very turbulent conditions prevailed. Our 
lawmakers shared the excitement of their 
constituents, and it was natural that they 
should be extreme and violent. In such a 
frame of mind they did not care much 
about the ordinary rules of parliamentary 
decorum. Bedeviled by the British and 
the tories, and forced to hold their sessiogs 
in various towns and villages, it is no 
wonder that they fell into the habit of 
delivering their speeches with all the force 
and fury of which they were capable. 

It was no time for the smooth, graceful, 
Chauncey. Depew style of speaking. 


In our early history our general assem- 
bly for some time consisted of orly one 
house. 

This was not satisfactory. Frequently 
unwise legislation followed a heated de- 
bate, and the assembiy waa finally divided 
into two houses, so tkaat one would act 
as a check upon the other. 

The change was beneficial in more ways 
than one. The average representative or 
Senator became more conservative and 
more decorous in his style of speaking 
when he understood that there was an- 
other house watching the proceedings of 
the one of which the was a member. He 
recognized the fact that the other house 
might not share his excitement and pas- 
sion. and he saw that could produce 
a better impression upon that separate 
body by advocating his measure in a calm, 
persuasive and argumentative manner. 

For some time after the revolution the 
speeches of the leading men in our legis- 
latures were models of old-fashioned ora- 
tory. Many highly educated gentlemen 
served in that body. They were men of 
wealth, and had seen something of the 
world. They read Blackstone, Junius, Sam- 
uel Johnson, aid the speeches of Burke, 
Pitt, Fox and Sheridan. Their thoughts, 
diction and style were influeneed by what 
they read, an4 they had learned by observa- 
tion and hearsay all about the manner 
of delivery peculiar to the great leaders 
of parlinment ard congress. 

So, for some forty or fifty years after 
the revo'nution every member of our legis- 
lature of the better class dressed carefully 
for his important speeches, and it was his 
desire to speak, pose and gesticulate after 
the fashion of Mr. Burke, Chatham, or 
Some other eminent English statesman. 

Naturally, our assembly became a state- 
ly and dignified bédy. There was a good 
deal of sounding declamation, for the poli- 
ticians of those days had wonderfully good 
lungs, but the speakers were punctilious 
and courteous, fhanks to good ~ models 
abroad, and the code aduello here at home. 

When we read the speech of any promi- 
nent Georgia legislator of two generations 
ago we can easily picture the speaker 
in our imagination, and his stately 
attitude, deliberate gestures, and his 
costume made ‘to order for the occasion. 
We almost scem toc hear his measured 
tones as he rodi's out his choicest sen- 
tences, much like those of the great 
English writer and orator who flourished 
under George III.

Still, we had at that’time such legisla- 
tors as Andrew J, Miller, Joseph E. Brown, 
Charles J. Jenkins, Linton Stephens and 
Alexander H. Stephens, who held fast to 
the good old fashion, relying more upon 
their facts and arguments than upon the 
bow-wow style of eicquence. 

The cyclone of oratory which swept this 
country from 1819 to 18) uprooted all the 
eld Iandmarks and we have not vet 
covered from the disastrous visitation. 

Among all the speakers of that era there 
were .only two leaders whro were noted for 
their ealm demeanor. TPhey were Wendell 
Fhillips, the abolition leader of the north, 
and William L. Yancey, the southern cham- 
pion of secession, 

These two men, outwardly so calm and 
cool, had raging fires within, and their 
eloquence flowed like torrerts of lava fron 
a volcano. But they did not vislate the 
proprieties. They did not rant ard roar. 
They had mild faces, soft voices and quiet 
ways. 


With the rise

a- blessing in one way—it 
smashed the orators.. People did not care 
to hear speeehes when they could hear 
the big guns beoming in every direction. 

Of course, a new crop of orators came 
to the front after the close of the war. 
Among them might be named perhaps a 
dozen who justly earned their widespread 
fame. but it is better not tio designate 
them there, nor would it be proper to men- 
tion the names of any of our living masters 
of eloquence. Their names will readily 
occur to the majority of. readers. 

The point of interest is simply our pres- 
ent style of speaking in and out of the leg- 
islature. 

Where are the thunderers who used to 
shake the very walls of the capitol? 

The last has disappeared, and 
up-to-date legislator talks to his 
leagues instead of making a speech. 
conversational style has supplanted 
sororous bow-wow. 

Do you know the cause? It is the same 
old thing The British statesmen changed 
their style: the vankees foliowed, and of 
course we must do as our neighbors do. 

I don’t much like it. An orator should 
be himself, and speak in his own wav. 
Henry Grady never would have captured 
the country with his if he had 
followed fashions not su'ted to his genius 
and taste. Our most pcpular speakers in 
Georgia now the few who have main- 
tained their individualitv Let English and 
northern sp°*akers stammer and ‘halt, and 
indulge in weak r'atitudes. That may suit 
them, but the fluent, ardent, impulsive 
speakers of the south are altogether dif- 
ferent, and they siculd be a law unto 
themselves. 

TY can go into the present Georg'a legis- 
lature and pick out a seore of exception- 
ally fine ‘speakers, but they are men who 
have never smothered their voices, minced 
their words, nor cramped their limbs, just 
in order to follow the oratorical fashions 
of London and Boston.

EAELUTIVE COMMITTEE AT WORK 


Railroads Will Give 


One Fare for the Jubilation Festivities, 


Headquarters Established at Parlor 112, Kimball House, 


RATES APPLY IN FIVE STATES 


All Points in Georgla Will Get Even 2 
Lower Hate, 


LITTLE MORE THAN CENT A MILE 


Railway Officials Look for a Heavy 
Travel Here When the President 
Comes—Crowds Likely to 
Equal Those et Vete- 
rans’ Reunion. 


THE RAILROADS HAVE DONE THE 
jhandsome thing by Atlanta’s Peace Jubilee. 

At a mass meeting of the passenger rep- 
resentatives of a number of prominent 
roads held here yesterday, it was decided 
to make the rate one fare for the round 
trip from the Carolinas, Florida, Alabama 
and Tennessee. 

All points in Georgia will have a rate of 
a little more than 1 cent a mile each way. 

These rates are subject to the indorse- 
ment of the lines which were not represent- 
ed at yesterday's meeting, but there is no 
doubt that al] the lines in the states named 
will agree to put in the same rates. No op- 
position is expected to the charge proposed 
by the lines which were represented here 
yesterday. These roads were the Central of 
Georgia, the Southern,the Plant system, the 
Atlanta and West Point, Western and At- 
lantic, the Northeastern of Georgia, the 
Florida Central an@ Peninsular, Illinois 
Central, Georgia and Alabajga, and Georgia 
Southern and Florida. These Hnes have a 
large mileage and what they recommend 
in this matter will certainly be acceptable 
to their connections in the states named. 

The exact rate from Georgia points will 
be about one cent and one mill. It is the 
rate which is usually granted for gala 
weeks and similar occasions. 

The railroads made these rates without 
any urging. The matter was brought to 
their attention and realizing that there 
would certainly be a very heavy travel 
here, the action was taken without any ob- 
jection. ‘ 

Practically all the passenger officials 
stated that they had heard a great deal of 
talk ‘in their respective territories about 
the proposed jubilee and they were Satis- 
fied that there would be a large attendance 
from all the neighboring states. 

The Atlanta jubilee is recognized as being 
sure to surpass similar demonstrations to 
be heki anywhere else in the south. Being 
a celebration by the south of the victory of 
the national arms, it will be unique and 
will attract wide attention all over the 
United States and it is expected by the 
railway men that there will be considera- 
ble travel here from distant states. Tour- 
ist rates will be on, and it is considered 
likely that many northern and western peo- 
ple will start south a little earlier this year 
than usual in order to take in this jubilee 
in Atlanta. 

A visit from the president of the United 
States is always considered to be a great 
drawing card by railway men wherever he 
goes and there is a good opportunity to 
work up as large a number of visitors here 
on December l4th and 15th, they say, as 
Atlanta had during the reunion of the Con- 
federate Veterans last July. 

The one fare tickets will go on sale De- 
cember 14th and 15th with the final limit to 
return December 19th. These tickets will 
also be g0od in Georgia, but it is presumed 
that most Georgians will use the cheaper 
rate of a trifle more than one cent a mile. 
These tickets will go on sale all over 
Georgia on December 13th and will be sold 
that day and the next and will be good on 
trains arriving up to noon of December 
15th. These tickets will be good to return 
until December 18th.

I learned were over seventy years old, had 
‘their Knitting with them.’ 

Referring to the industrial work being 
encouraged by the federation of women’s 
clubs, Mrs. Lowe told an interesting stcry 
of her visit to a working girls’ club in New 
York city, in which organization were over 
500 girls, all of whom were employees in 
the Wanamaker establishment. Club rooms 
had been furnished them by the proprie- 
tor, heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment, and the plan of work pursued by 
the members and the benefits derived by 
them renders the club representative of its 
kind. 

Mrs. Lowe was compelled to give up for the 
time being her visit to Boston, in order to 
meet with her business engagements here. 
She will be present at, and address, the 
Georgia federation meeting in Columbus 
next week, after which she will return 
north.

THE STORY OF A TIGER.

Last April, at Montreal, according 


to Charley Davis, the special agent,

COLONEL OSCAR BROWN TALKS 


Of Company H, at Rome, Ga., Only

FROM PRESENT INDICATIONS IT 
looks as if the plan to keep the Second 
Georgia regiment in service by recruiting 
the places made vacant in the ranks with 
troops from the Firse Georgia regiment will 
prove a failure, The men who spent the long 
Summer months in camp at Tampa, Fila., 
and in Huntsville, Ala., waiting a chance 
for active service, semm to have got 
enough of the army and are unwilling to 
continue in arms though the oppoftunity 
for active service now presents itself. 

A careful poll of the men of the five com- 
panies of the regiment who assembled at 
Piedmont park yesterday afternoon shows 
that only a small proportion of the whole 
number are willing to continue in the fleld 
No official information on the subject has 
been obtained and no effort of any kind will 
be made by the officers in this city to learn 


the sentiment of the troops before the mus- 


tering officers of the United States army | 


who are now in Macon have arrived, 

It is known, however, that the men 
the five companies made a poll of them- 
selves yesterday afternoon and the result 
is said to be anything but encouraging to 
those officers and men who wish to con- 
tinue the regiment in service. Of one com- 
pany, (company I) out of the sixty men who 


answered to the roll call yesterday, it is | 


understood that only three of them are in 
favor of remaining, while the rest will ask 


to be mustered out so that they can fée- 


turn to their homes and positions. 

The officers of the regiment took no part 
in ascertaining the wishes'of the men since 
it is a mater entirely for the mustering 


officers to attend to. 
Five Companies Assemble. 

The five companies ordered to muster out 
in this city were called ¢cogether at Pied- 
mont park yesterday afternoon and the roll 
call found all the men in their places except 
a few who are absent on sick leave or doc- 


tor’s certificate. The men were all in good 


spirits and the way in which some of them 


greeter their officers shows how the of- 


ficers and men have become atacfied to each 
other during the months spent together in 
camp. 

The officer of the day, Captain Willcox- 
on, was kept busy the entire afternoon ex- 
amining certificates of illness sent in by 
those men who did not answer to the roll 
call, and nothing was done during the day 
but the work of checking off the present and 
absentees on the muster roll. 

Colonel Oscar Brown, commanding the 
regiment, was confined to his room during 
the day and could not be present to see the 
companies drawn wp on the field. He hopes 
however, to be up today and if so he will 
go out to Piedmont park. 

Colonel Brown was of the opinion that 
enough men would come from the First 
regimen to fill up the rank of the Second, 
although as he explained he had no way of 
ascertaining how many troops were in fa- 
vor if being mustered out. He said: 

“Captain Frederick, of the Seventh in- 
fantry, and Captain Tripp, of the Tenth 
cavalry, aré the two principal mustering 
officers in the state, and I presume they are 
at this time in Macon working onthe First 
Georgia. Until they come we cannot know 
accurately how many men will go out, since 
the officers of the regiment have no right 
to take a poll of their own troops.” 

Troops Are Clannish. 

Telegrams were received by The Consti- 
tution last night from Rome, Augusta and 
Savnnah, where the other companies of the 
Second Georgia are located, showing in ad- 
vance the sentiment of the troops in those 
cities.

In company E, commanded by Captain 
Renkl, is is estimated that at least half 
the troops, or possibly more, will consent 
to stay in the gervice provided Captain 
Renkl does not leave, and also if the junior 
officers and privates of the company are 
promoted to fill the vacancies caused by the 
withdrawal of sergeants and lieutenants. 

In company C, commanded by Captain 
Fry, it is believed that all the officers, in- 
cluding the captain, are willing to continue 
In the fleld, but only a few of the men are 
so inclined. 

There is much uncertainty and discontent 
among the-Augusta troops regarding what 
course will be pursued in making up the 
new regiment to be composed of the First 
and Second Georeta. In case the officers 
leave the men do not know whether their 
places will be taker. by soldiers promoted 
from the ranks of the company or whether 
it is the intention of che commander of the 
regiment to fill the places with appointees 
from the First Georgia regiment. Until 
this is known it is difficult for the troops 
to decide what their determination in the 
matter will be. 

Rome Troops Will Quit. 

Of the two companies located at Rome, 
Ga., the indications are that only a very 
few of them will resist the mustering offi- 
cer. The men of company H, in command 
of Captain Walter Perkins, were drawn up 
in the armory at Rome yesterday and after 
the conditiong had been explained to the 
men thé captain, asked all who desired to 
stay in the service to step out, and only 
The three men were 
George Childsey, Willis Lea and George 
Hunter, all Rome boys. Of a company of 
eighty-three, seventy-two of the men were 
in line, the remaining eleven being detained 
at home by sickness. It is uncertain yet 
what percentage of the troops of the First

Savannah, Ga., November 4.—(Special.)— 
The members of the First battalion, Second 
Creorgia voiunteer regiment, met today at 
tneir camp here, at which Lieutenant Colo- 
nel William Garrard is in command. A 
poll of the men was taken to see how 
many of them desired to remain in the 
service and how many wanted to be mus- 
tered out. The non-commissioned officers 
who took the poll found just eighteen men 
who wanted to remain in the service. None 
of these men were from Savannah, most 
of them being from the surrounding coun- 
try districts. 

All of the others want to get out as 
quick as they can, the majority of the 
commissioned oflicers included.

THIRD GEORGIA TO GO AT ONCE. 


Colonel Berner Received Dispatch from 
Washington Ordering Him To 
Hold Regiment in Readiness. 
Colonel Robert Berner, of the Third Geor- 
gia regiment, now in camp at Griffin, re- 
ceived a telegram from the war department 
yesterday instructing him to issue sixty 
days’ rations to his men at once and hold 
the regiment in readiness to leave for Sa- 

vannah at a moment's notice. 
As a consequence of the order from 


Washington there is great jubilation fn the 
camp at Griffin tonight and the men who 
have been held in leash for’ several 
months are «t last satisfied with the 
knowledge that active service is only a 
short wiy ahead of tnem. 

The telegram from the secretary of war 
received by Colonel Berner yesterday was 
the first official information the troops of 
the regiment have received regarding the 
intention of the war department, and while 
it has been known for a week that the regi- 
ment was to go to Cuba, the telegram from 
Washington was the crystalization of the 
many rumors afloat in camp. 

The dispatch was a brief one and inform- 
ed the colonel of the regiment that his com- 
mand would go on board transport at Sa- 
vannah and that the vessel to carry them 
was now on the way south. The regiment 
is due to arrive on the island on the 224 of 
this month and it is understood that the 
men are to be sent to the province of Puer- 
to Principe, which is situated in the north- 
ern portion of the island and is considered 
One of the healthiest portions of Cuba. 

Colonel Berner’s reply to the secretary 
was to the effect that his regiment was al- 
ready in order to move and that the men 
were anxious to leave.

Raising Sea Island Cotton.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con., Ga.. November 4.—The camp site for 
the First division of the First army corps 
has not yet been selected. The arrival of 
General Bates, who came in tonight, will 
definitely decide the matter. He will make 
-an inspection of all the camp sites under 
consiaeration and will anncunce tomorrow 
the one that the desires as a camp. 

The other generals have been here for a 
week and nearly every site around the city 
has been shown them and yet they have 
come to no conclusion as to the exact lo- 
cation, General Compton said this morning 
that they liked every site that had been 
shown them, but they liked the Huff place 
the best of all. 

The Huff place was unthought of until 
two days ago, when it was offered by 
Manager Winters, ot the Consolidated 
Street Railroad Company. He offered the 
groundg free of charge and also the Huff 
residence, which will %e very suitable for 
the headquarters of the dévision comman- 
der. 

The officers do not wish to talk of the 
camp and try to avoid speaking of it as 
much as possible, but they are all inclined 
to like the Huff place best of all. It is as 


conveniently located as any of the other 
sites and has decidedly more land. The 
grounds are plenty iarge for a drill field 
and 10,000 troops vould be easily camped 
there. 

Sf! it remains for General Bates to de- 
cide, and it is not known which place he 
wil] select. It is thought, however, that 
the Huff place will be recommended to him 
by the officers here and that he will act 
upon their advice. He arrived in the city 
tonight and will inspect the sites early to- 
morrow morning. 

Sam Small Here. 

Rev. Sam Small, chaplain of the Third 
regiment of engineers, the baby regiment 
of the country, arrived in the city this 
morning and will remain here until the 
troops arrive. He is an old citizen of Ma- 
con and was warmly welcomed by his nu- 
merous friends in the city. 

Rev. Mr. Small preached a sermon to- 
night at the prohibjtion tent. Many people 
were at the tent to hear thim and his 
sermon was thoroughly enjoyed. On the 
arrival of the troops he will erect a large 
tent ana will conduct services at the camp. 
He will be at the Hotel Lanier until his 
regiment arrives. 

First Georgia. 

The work of examining the soldiers of 
the i3*irst Georgia preparatory to muster- 
ing them out bewan this morning. All of the 
men will have to be in govd physical 
condition beforg.they will be discharged. 
If they are in an unhealthy condition they 
will be held until they become well. This 
is done to protect the government against 
pensions. The work will probably take up 
several days and the surgeons will be Kept 
busy for some time, 

The guns with the exception of those 
used by the provost and camp guards 
have been cleaned and turned in to the 
mustering out officer. Captain Clarke, who 
is in charge of mustering the regiment out, 
has been very busy since Monday and has 
not had an opportunity to visit the city. 
He has to inspect everything before they 
can be checked off and it occupies all of 
his time. 

The soldiers have practically no work 
to do and can come into the city at their 
pleasure so long as they keep order. 

The weather has grown much warmer 
and the men spend the nights very com- 
fortably. A plentiful supply of blankets 
is on hand and every man in the regiment 
now has enough covering.

Mrs. BE. H. Ross died last night about ll 
o’clock at her residence on Plum street. 
She had been ill for some time and her 
death was not unexpected.

She 
leaves a devoted husband to mourn her 
loss.

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SPEEDY WORK OF 


COURT AT AUGUSTA 
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The Negro Assailant of Miss Walker in 
Augusta Sentenced 


THREE DAYS AFTER THE CRIME 


He Has the Stripes of the Penitentiary 
on This Morning. 


TRIAL IN RICHMOND SUPERIOR COURT 
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The Arraignment, Eviience, Argu- 
ment and Verdict Only Work of 
a Few Hours. 


Augusta, Ga., November 4.—(Special.)— 
The acticn of the colonel of the Second 
Georgia regiment in ordering the disarming 
of the two companies of the regiment in 
Augusta to prevent their taking any part 
in the apprehended -assault upon the jail 
to lynch the negro, Will Robinson, was 
justified in view of the request made of him 
from this end of the line, but the facts did 
not justify. The fact that several members 
of the colonel’s companies were in the mob 
on the first night led to various highly sen- 
sational rumors on the streets and it was 
perhaps the part of prudence on the part 
of law officials to remove from the pos- 
session of the mob the guns and ammuni- 
tion that were in the hands of the men of 
companies C and E, but there was never 
any probability that these two companies, 
as an organization, would ally themselves 
with a mob. 

The soldiers in the first night’s lynching 
party were there individually and not as a 
body. But the unhappy results of the first 
night's attack settled all danger from fu- 
ture mobs. ! 

The soldiers were on duty around the jail 
all night, but there was never the slightest 
sign of trouble. Many of the Second Geor- 
gia men felt quite keenly the restriction 
upon them contained in the disarming or- 
der and Major Almand’s visit to influence 
them to preserve order was wholly un- 
necessary. He returned to Atlanta this af- 
ternoon and if he came expecting to find 
Augusta in a state of turbulence and the 
men of this Command trying to incite riot, 
he learned his mistake when he got here. 

The Negro Gets Twenty Years. 

The. negro Will Robinson, who attempted 
an assault upon Mrs. Walker, will no 
longer be a disturbing factor in Augusta. 
He was run through the mill of justice this 
morning in short order and by the time 
this is in type will be wearing convict 
stripes in the penitentiary under a sentence 
of twenty years a hard labor. 

This morning his case was carried before 
the grand jury, and when the evidence had 
been adduced a true bill for assault with 
intent to commit rape was promptly found. 

The prisoner was at once brought from 
the jail to the superior courtroom and 
Judge Calloway appointed Messrs. W. H. 
Barrett an@ Bryson Crane to represent 
him and see that he had a legal trial. 

The negro, after consultation with. his 
counsel and the officers of the law, became 
convinced that his wisest course was to 
plead guilty to assault with intent to 
commit rape, receive the sentence of the 
court and be at once sent to the peniten- 
tiary, where he would be beyond reach 
of the indignant men who were demanding 
his death. This course was accordingly 
pursued, 

The jury was drawn, the indictment read, 
a plea of guilty entered, the verdict ren- 
dered and sentence pronounced by the 
judge for the full limit of the law—twenty 
years. The prisoner was at once taken 
under. guard to the train, and before the 
public knew that the case of Will Robin- 
son had been called he had been sentenced 
and was safely on his way to work out 
his long sentence, 

This morning Judge Calloway had the 
grand jury before him and gave them a 
special churge in reference to the attempt- 
ed lynching and charged the jury to indict 
every person whom they could find was 
present at the attack on the jail, regard- 
less of the part—conspicuous or otherwise— 
which he bore in the lawless attempt. 
Judge Calloway wag very earnest and em- 
phatic, and as there was little effort at 
cencealment on the part of the would-be 
lynchers, it is believed indictments can 
be found, and that the grand jury will find 
them. The judge’s charge is highly com- 
mended by members of the bar. 
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Buggy Runs Over Child. 

Athens, Ga., November 4.—(Special,)—Lit- 
tle Hoyt Evans, the eleven-year-old son 
of Mr. J. P. Evans and a nephew of Hon. 
E. T. Brown, of this city, was run over 
yesterday evening by a buggy driven by 
Mr. Andrew Price and ‘his leg was broken 
above the knee. He is doing well today and 
will recover all right.

Wheeling, W. Va., November 4.—Post- 
master General Charles Emory Smith ad- 
dressed a republican meeting here tonight,

Mr. Smith said the stars and stripes 
were raised over Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines to stay there, and the sentiment 
was received with tremendous enthusiasm.

COL. WILKINSON AT BRUNSWICK. 


Nine-Tenths of His Audience Were 

Negroes. i, 
CGia., November 4.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Wilkinson, fusion candidate for 
congress, invaded Congressman Brant- 
ley’s home county today and held a rally 
at the city hall tonight. He had an au- 
dience nine-tenths colored. Colonel Wil- 
kinson bitterly attacked the populists and 
their party principles, saying with much 
emphasis that he had rather be called a 
democrat than a populist. He also at- 
tacked the Chicago platform and denied 
emphatically that he fas ever been a 
populist or that he had ever claimed to be 
one, and declared that he had quit the 
democratic party because of the free silver 
plank in its platform. 

Colonel Wilkinson’s speech was directed 
almost exclusively to the negroes and was 
full of appeals to them to remain true to 
‘their best friends’’—the republicans. At 
the conclusion of his address the candi- 
date held a handshaking levee and was 
personally introduced to about one hun- 
dred of the negro voters present. 

While the fusion candidate’s visit 
speech may have created some enthusiasm 
among the negroes, it is certain that he 
did not gain a single white voter, but 
rather drove @ number away from his 
standard. Several white citizens who had 
known Colonel Wilkinson before he be- 
came a candidate for congress expressed 
themselves as painfully surprised at the 
manner in which he pleaded for the negro 
vote tonight. A former citizen of Lowndes 
county, who was present the meeting, 
said that he had known “Jim’’ Wilkinson 
many years, but that he never expected 
to see him as he saw him tonight—the “star 
figure at a negro reception.” 

This reception lasted about twenty min- 
utes, during which period the few white 
people who had been attracted to the 
meeting by curiosity left the hall to:the 
colonel and his dusky sponsors. 

The meeting had the good effect of arous- 
ing much enthusiasm among the democrats 
in their determination to en@phatically vote 
down the attempt to introduce North Car- 
Olina conditions in the Eleventh district.

' New York, November 4.—There was 8o0meé 
flutter amongst the shorts in Sugar this 
morning on the report that the American 
company had acquired the entire Hawaiian 
crop. Operators who had been selling the 
stock on the benevolent intimation of an 
authority in the Hawaiian sugar industry 
of the loss involved in the present rates 
for selling the refined sugar hastened to 
cover their short contracts and rushed the 
price up 1% points. The price was sustain- 
ed with difficulty, which increased as the 
day progressed so that the stock closed 
with a net loss in spite of the dissemina- 
tion of/the rumors that the company was 
in away to secure the Louisiana crop also.

Approach ef Elections Causes Quietness 
in General Trade. 


WHEAT EXPORTS WERE HEAVY 


Business in Iron and Steel Has Been 
Lighter Than for Week with 
Prices Shaded. 

— 


New York, November 4.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade will say to- 
morrow: : 

“Not even the election has disturbed 
business or industries on the financial side 
this week. Although many are doubtless 
Waiting for the votes before borrowing, 
the volume of business through clearing 
houses is 8.5 per cent larger than Jast year 
and 1.54 per cent larger tnan in 1892. W hile 
political doubts may count for much, trey 
can only have prevented a growth cf bus- 
iness which might have been much muvre 
than has been realized. 

“Failure returns for October are curi- 
ously puzzling, because while the small 
tailures compare remarkabiy weil wita 
those of previous years, and also the fail- 
ures of $100,000 or more in about two-thirds 
of the business classes, tnere were large 
failures in a few branches, not generaly 
due to present business conditions, whicn 
made the aggregate $14,000,0W, but neither 
the Sawyer wooien failures nor excepting, 
perhaps, some in machinery and boots and 
shoes and jJeather, indicate difficulties be- 
yond those of the particular concerns fail- 
ing. 

“Neither the volume of business nor the 
value of manufactured products dimirish- 
es. While Bessemer pig is solid against the 
combination at Pittsburg llc lower, with 
Other iron there and elsewhere s.eady, the 
general dmand crowds closely on the heels 
of production. London has hoisted the 
speculative price of tin and of copper, but 
tney closed at 18.15 and l2tec here, with 
lead weaker at 3.65 cents, and tin plates 
practically unchanged. 

“Wool holders at Boston have been sell- 
ing largely at concessions, said to be ‘“‘sev- 
era] cents’ per pound. ‘ihe week's sales 
at the three chief markets wr 10,79/,400 
pounds, against 9,95i,9u2 last year. J’ne 
cheering fact is that the large manutfac- 
turers are now buying with confidence tnat 
at some reduction in the cost of material 
the business will pay. 

“The cotton mills are helped a little by 
the combination to restrict production 
abou, Fall River. 

“Cotton is again at the lowest point ever 
known—».31 cents for spot, wniie Mr. Neill 
estimates a crop of 11,000,000 bales, besides 
large stocks brought over ‘nere and abroad. 

“Wheat exports continue very large, 
amounting to 4,699,5/6 bushels from At- 
lantic ports, flour included, against 3,237,- 
536 last year. Prices have not cnanged ma- 
terially. ea 

“Corn goes abroad largely—#,011,085 bush- 
els during the week, against 1,512,943 last 
year, ana prices are Weil held. 

“Failures for the week have been 1% in 
the United States, against 2.0 last year, 
and 2% in Canada, against 3 iast year. 


Business Situation. 

New York, November 4.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“Further quieting down of new business 
in iron and steel, tne relapse into duiiness, 
thougn steady prices, of Wneat consequent 
upon+the witudrawal ot the exwited foreign 
demand and some slignt increase of Quict 
in general trade, chieliy at the soutn, as a 
result of the approach vf the elevt.ons, are 
ail features caiung Lor special mention toils 
week. Among the more aciively favorat.e 
features are the surprising steadiness dis- 
played by most stap.e articles and Une en- 
jarged distribution of staple goods at Many 
western and soutnern markets as the resuit 
of improved weathe: and removals of 
quarantines. Connrmatory of the quite fa- 
vorable reports as to general trade during 
October are the returns of bank clearings 
for that month and scattered reports as (to 
the increased business doing at many wen- 
ters in that month as compared with one 
year ago. 

‘“Ioxport statistics of grain are beginning 
to show that an ample basis for the stories 
of heavy foreign buying really existed, ex- 
ports this week being the heaviest on 
record. 

‘‘New business in iron and steel has been 
lighter than for weeks past and some shad- 
ings of quotations, particularly steel, is 1e- 
nosted. Export trade, however, is large 
and increasing and mills are still well 
enough supplied with orders to regard this 
pre-election quiet with something approach- 
ing equanimity. Important negotiations 
touching future prices of steel rails are 
now in progress, quotations are entirely 
withdrawn and some reports are that an 
important consolidation or at least control 
of prices and output has been practically 
agreed upon. 

“Wheat has been duller but steady on 
uncertainty as to possible foreign political 
complications offsetting a heavy vain in 
movement from producers. The current 
demand and output of flour has continued 
to equal and even exceed all previous 
records. : 

“An encouraging reature is the continued 
active demand for domestic wools, largely 
at Bosten, and at price concessions, with 
rather more reported doing in cheap makes 
of worsted. 

“Cotton has made another new low rec- 
ord on heavy crop movements, touching vc 
for November delivery at New York, but 
improvéd demand for export with the work- 
ing of the new print cloth restrict.ons 
have tended to firmness for the manufac- 
tured product. 

“Wheat. including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 6,773.43 bushels, against 
5.500.991 last week, 5,590,498 bushels in the 
corresponding week of 1897, 3,472,976 bush- 
els in 1896, 2.556.567 bushels in 1895 and 2,639, - 
392 in 1894. Since July Ist this year the ex- 
ports of wheat aggregate 73.545.523 bushels, 
against 83,874,092 bushels last year. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
2.566.640 bushels. against 2.424.376 last week, 
9199550 in this week a year ago, 2.247,€43 in 
1298. 1.295.477 in 1895 and 73,416 in 18M. Since 
Julv ist this vear corn exports aggregate 
50 345.450 bushels, against 5,809,104 during 
the same period a year ago. 

“Rusiness failures in the United States 
this week number 183, against 219 last week. 
29% in this week a vear ago and in 1896, 260 
in 1895 and 241 in 1894. In the Dominion of 
Canada for the week numbered 31, against 
9% last week, 34 in this week a year ago, 
50 in 1896, 39 in 1895 and 40 in 1894.” 


THOMAN’S COTTON REPORT. 


Present Country Keturns Show ea Fall- 
ing Off in Average Condition. 


From ise New York Commercial. 

“noeman'’s Nvvelnver cuitun report was 
given out yesrverday. t attracted’ some al- 
teniion, alnougn it did not have any spe- 
cial inmuence on ine Market. SNe repourt 
in de.iall was as follows: 

“present county returns make the aver- 
age condition of the crop 79.5 per cent, as 
contrasted with W.2 per cent two weeks 
tgo, 77.7 per cent one month ago and 7b.9 

cent on the correspending date last 
year. 

“While no attempt is here made to give a 
final approximation of this year’s yield, it 
appears from data in hand that the yield 
in YVexas will largely exeeed that of last 
year, that it will about equal that of the 
previous season jin Arkansas, and that in 
Louisiana and in the states east of the river 
the yield will be somewhat deficient, During 
the past two weeks picking has generally 
progressed tavorably, and trom indications 
now at hand it would appear that the 
movement will be quite heavy for some 
time to come. 

‘it is customary for the department of 
agriculture to give in its November report 
the indicated yield of lint to the acre. 
Such indicated yield last November was 
placed at 181.9 pounds per acre, or equiva- 
lent to an aggregate crop in bales of 500 


, pounds each, of 8,840,000 bales. 


‘Since these figures proved to have been 
9.360,000 bales less than actually came into 
sight, and probably 2,610,000 bales less than 
the quantity actually produced last year, 
one of +hree things is certain—that cither 
the estimated yield per acre was in the 
neightorhood of 54 pounds too low, or that 
the area was 1,500,000 acres greater than 
the official estimate, and. lastly, which is 
probably nearer the truth, that the esti- 
mates of both the acreage and yield per 
acre were in error. 

“Since the department made no estimate 
of last year’s crop, it is but a natural con- 
clusion that they deemed their data inad- 
equate and faulty Keing confronted with 
facts that entirely set at naught official 
figures, I have deemed it expedient, before 
submitting my final estimate of this year’s 
crop, to reinvestigate the acreage under 
cotton, although as it stands mv estimate 
is over 2.5°0.0% greater than the official fig- 
ures. Snch investigation is in nroeress, and 
together with the estimate of th's vear’s 
"eld will he furnished at the earliest possi- 
ble moment.

NORTHEN SAYS SAVE 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 


Former Governor Tells of the Werk of 
That Department. 


REFERS TO THE OMAHA EXHIBIT

. Governor Northen says the abol- 
@ ishment of geological survey would 
@ be little less than a calamity. +>

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Ex-Governor W. J. Northen, who has just 
returned from Oussha. where he has been 
in the interest of the Georgia state exhibit 
at that place, speaks interestingly of the 
Georgia exhibit and of the attention which 
it attracted at the exposition. 

The exhibit which Georgia 
the Omaha exposition was one of the best 
and most that has ever left this 
and has been widely 
commented on. 

In speaking of the exhibit Mr. Northen 
gaid that people would scarcely believe that 
the exhibit came from Georgia. Those who 
» and its resources 


knew nothing of the state 
the various interests which 


displayed at 


attractive 


state its excellence 


were amazed at 
might be developed here. 

In preparing this exhibit Mr. Northen 
was aided very materially by the geological 
department and to this aid, he says, the 
success of the exhiibt was largely due. The 
mineral! display was a magnificent one and 
the other resources of the state were shown 


off to advantage. 

He thinks the abolishment of the survey 
by the legislature would be unwise and un- 
fortunate and nothing less than a calamity. 
He has been greatly interested In the work 
of the survey and has been in a position to 
see the good results of its works. He says 
the survey should be continued as one of 
the wisest and best methods of increasing 
tax values and thereby descreasing tex 
rates. 

In speaking of the bill which proposes to 
abolish the survey and in telling of the 
exhibit at Omaha ex-Governor Northen 
says: 

Proposed Abolishment a Calamity. 

“Tl cannot characterize the proposed ac- 
tion by the legislature as less than a ca- 
lamity to the state. I have kept close 
watch of the geological survey since its in- 
auguration and I speak advisedly when I 
say that it is among the most valuable de- 


partments of the state. 
‘Much of the dissatisfaction among legis- 
lators arises, not so much because there is 
nothing of value in the estate to be un- 
covered and developed as profitable re- 
sources, as because of unwise legislation 
that has brought about large expenditure 
and small visible returns. During Dr. Lit- 
tle’s term of service the appropriation was 
withdrawn whim the geologist held in his 
possession all hés reports and the state 
never recovered them at all. This result 
brought necessary Cissatisfaction as, prac- 
tically, not a dollar was received for the 


outiay. 

“The conditions are quite different now. 
At Nashville the department made an at- 
tractive display of its building stones and 
minerals. Under my personal supervision 
we have recently had even a more attrac- 
tive display at Omaha and a most gratify- 
ing interest has been awakened. and in- 
quiries will now come into the department 
by the score. I have in my 
pocket a letter from mining 
man at Denver, Col., making 
further inquiries based upon dinformation 
he received in our building at Omaha. Min- 
ing men, experts and capitalists were con- 
stantly inspecting our minerals and stones, 
and I could not begin to supply the demand 
for bulletins. I made two shipments of 
bulletins from the department, and the 
whole supply was exhausted three weeks 
before the close of the exposition. 1 did 
not have left a single bulletin, except upon 
gold, and that hanvpened because the 
books reached me so near the close, I 
kept them for special inquiry. The water- 
powers, marbles and corundum have been 
largely advertised. 

Interest in Georgia’s Resources. 

“To say nothing of other interests, a gen- 
tleman in my office from New York, after 
several conferences, invested enough in 
aluminum ore to make tax values more 
than equal to the entire expenditure for 
the maintenance of the geological survey. 

“This sum is really insignificant when 
compared with the vast sums that have 
come into the state for the purchase of 
marbles, due largely to the valuable re- 
port on marbles from the department of 
geology. The bulletin on waterpowers has 
been furnishe1 manufacturers. I am my- 
self having great demuend for them. 

“On man carried off four gold bulletins 
from the Georgia building for himself and 
his friends, who will study them with a 
view io investment. 

“The department is now investigating 
the road material of the state to determine 
its quality and its location. When this 
bulletin is issued we can begin, advisedly 
and profitably, the improvement of our 
highways, greatly to the reduction of 
personal and community expenses. Who 
Says we do not need better roads? 

Increases Tax Values. 

' “Georgia is rich in valuable clays, and 

yet who knows what they are or where they 
lie. Shall we let them remain covered in 
the earth just to save an infinitesimal per 
cent on $412,000,0% for the meager support 
of the survey? Surely not, You can scar-e- 
ly count the tax to. be paid by the aver- 
age citizen to maintain the survey, and 
yet if it is allowed to continue its develop. 
ment, great burdens of taxation will be 
lifted from the people, 

“To abolish the survey, I repeat, would 
be a calamity which I earnesily hope the 
second amd better thought of the general 
assembly will not allow, as we need to con- 
tinue it as one of the wisest and best met'‘h- 
ods of increasing tax values and thereby 
de tax rates.

COUNTY 10 FURNISH 
POLLING PLACES 


But Will Notify the State That It Is for 
the Last Time. 


IMPORTANT DECISION MADE 


County Not Bound To Furnish Polling 
Places for National Elections. 


ATTORNEY ROSSER EXPLAINS THE LAW 
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Meeting Was Held Yesterday After- 
noon To Arrange Polling Places 
for Congressional Election.

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CHAIRMAN FORREST ADAIR, OF 
the public building committee of the board 
of county commissioners, had a meeting 
of that committee yesterday afternoon, at 
which it was decided that the county 
would furnish polling places for the con- 
gessional election to be held next Thurs- 
day. 

Some doubt has existed whether the 
county was compelled to furnish the poll- 
ing places for these elections, and after 
an investigation held yesterday and a con- 
ference with County Attorney Luther Ros- 
ser, the committee to which the matter 
was referred -at the meeting of the board 
of county commissioners decided to furnish 
the polling places for the next election, 
county 
would not undertake to do so again. At 
the last session of the county commission- 
ers a number of bills for rent from owners 
of property which had been used at the 
instance of the county for polling places 
were presented. The board did not feel 
inclined to pay the rent on these places, 
but decided to do so. The matter of future 
elections was referred to County Attorney 
Rosser. After an investigation he returned 
an opinion to the board stating that the 
county was not legally bound to furnish 
the polling places in a national election. 

This opinion caused some agitation. The 
question immediately rose as to whether 
the county should furnish polling places 
for the approaching election. The commis- 
sioners would not decide the question, but 
referred the matter to Mr. Adair and his 
committee with pewer to act. 

Mr. Adair was not aware that the maf- 
ter had been referred to his committee 
until yesterday morning, when Mr. Albert 
Howell, ‘chairman of the county democrat- 
ic executive committee, called upon him, 
and informing him that the matter of 
polling places for the next election was 
in his hands, asked him what had been 
done about it. 

Mr. Adair was somewhat surprised and 
began to investigate. He conferred with 
Mr. Rosser and the latter tuld him what 
he had told the board. Mr. Adair called 
a session of his committee, and that meet- 
ing Wag held at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

Considerable discussion was had over the 
matter, but the legal status: of the case 
was furnished by Mr. Rosser, which was 
that the county was not compelled to fur- 
nish the polling places. The question was 
viewed in this light by the committeemen, 
but realizing that the time was short 
ard the state would be unprepared for un 
election if it were notified that the polling 
places would not be furnished by the 
county, they decided to furnish the polling 
Places for the elecerion and to notify the 
state that in the future at such times 
the state would have to care for itself. 

It was thought at one time yesterday 
that Colonel Livingston would be called 
upon to arrange the matter and put up 
the necessary funds for renting the polling 
places, but this will rfot be done now. 

The decision of the committee yesterday 
afternoon will affect all the counties of 
the state. It has been the custom of the 
counties to furnish the polling places, but 
as Fulton has taken the lead and the 
law on the subject has been investigated, 
a change will probably be made. 

The change will throw a heavy expense 
on the state and the state may call on 
the United States to furnish the amount 
necessary for holding the election. 

If the conditions are the same in other 
States as they are in Georgia the question 
of paying for polling places in national 
elections may become a very important 
one,

JUDGE CANDLER OVERRULED YES- 
terday afternoon a motion for a new trial 
in the case of the state against Robert Lew- 
is, who is sentenced to hang on next Thurs- 
day. 

The motion for a new trial was presented 
to Judge Candler yesterday morning and 
he heard the arguments of counsel yester- 
day afternoon. 

The motion was made by Mr. Arminis 
Wright, who is representing Lewis, and 
it contained the names of seven persons, 
some of them prominent poeple, who, un- 
der oath, say they do not believe Lewis is 


of sound mind. 

The names of the new witnesses, 
swear that they do not believe the con- 
demned man is sane are. 

John A. Erdman, Captain John C. Jol- 
ner, of the police department; Mr. Turnelil, 
Mr. Kimbro, Miss Dollie Ector, V. 8. Ar- 
nold and W. H. Smith. 

Judge Candler required but a short time 
to overrule the motion. In the order he 
said that ¢he new witnesses do not swear 
to any specific act to show that Lewis is 
insane. Judge Candler would wot grant a 
Guperscdeas to stay the xecution of Lewis 
but imported upon Attorney Wright the ne- 
cetsity of filing a bill of exceptions by to- 
morow in order to get the signature of the 
presiding judge. 

Mr. Wright sald yesterday that he would 
try ¢o get the bill of exceptions ready, but 
it would require very great work in a short 
time. -After the bill of exceptions is signed 
it will act as a supersedeag and delay the 
execution of Lewis on Thursday. Lewis 
will have to be re-sentenced if the supreme 
court refuses him a new trial on the bill 
of excéptions. 

Lewis is not so wild in his cell at the Tow- 
er as heretofore. 

At the last term of the court he was con. 
victed of the murder of Charles Haynes. 
The crime was commited on Forsyth street 
at the entrance to the Prudential! building. 
Lewis had been discharged by Foreman 
Haynes for incompetence. Losing his posi- 
tion is said to have made Lewis angry and 
when the workmen began to leave the build- 
ing, he armed ® himself with a 
pistol, took his stand at the 
gate where every one came out. 
As Foreman Haynes came out, Lewis ad- 
vanced upon him and without a word fired. 
The ball entered the head and Haynes died 
almost immediately from the effects of the 
shot. During the trial of the case the de- 
fense had no witness. In his statement to 
the jury Lewis attempted to show justifi- 
cation. He claimed that Haynes insulted 
his wife. ; 

The jury was out but a chort time before 
a verdict of guilty was returned and Judge 
Candler sentenced him to hang on Novembe 
10th. Since Lewis thas been confined in jail 
he has shown, it is said, strong symptoms 
of insanity. Attorney Wright says that the 
new witnesses will undoubtedly throw a 
strong light on the evidence in the case and 
that Lewis will be proved insane. 

The new witnesses, it is claimed, have 
been closely associated with Lewis and 
know much of his private character. 

The bill of exceptions will probably be 
presented today and Judge Candler will 
sign #. This will take the case to the su- 
preme court, 

Attorney Wright expects to get more wit- 
nesses in the case before another trial, if 
it is granted. 

Judge Candler leaves on Saturday for 
Laurens eouty, where he will conduct the 
guperior court for Judge Hart, who recently 
presided over the criminal branch of the 
Fulton superior court. 


CRIMINAL COURT ADJOURNS. 


Judge Hart Has Made a Large Num- 
ber of Yriends Since He Con- 
. venei the Court. 

Judge Hart cleared the docket of the 
superior criminal court yesterday and ad- 
journed the court last night until the 
spring term, 1899. A large number of cases 
was disposed of during the five days that 
Judge Hart presided over the court in 
the place of Judge Candler and the long 
cases which were upon the docket delayed 
him more than was expected. 

Judge Hart, since he came to the court, 
has won a number of friends. His affable 
manner in conducting the business and 
hearing the. attorneys in their several 
pleas has made him a favorite. 

About forty cases were disposed of, the 
greater number were bond cases and the 
amount of testimony introduced was very 
great. Judge Hart will hear from the jury 
in the Asbury case this morning. 

Judge Candler will convene’ the Laurens 
county superior court next week and will 
preside instead of Judge Hart.

Yesterday was taken up with the argu- 
ment of the case. Judge Pendleton, repre- 
senting Mr. Underwood, the propounder, 
opened the argument Thursday afternoon. 
He delivered an able speech defining the 
law in the case and citing decisions of 
higher courts bearing on the contests of 
wills, ; 

Mr, Porter King followed Judge Pendle- 
ton for Mrs. Thurman, the contestee, and 
he handled the testimony in a vigorous 
manner. Captain Clifford Anderson, for 
the contestee, argued the law in the case 
in a very able manner, and Colonel N. J. 
Hammond closed the argument for the pro- 
pounder. Judge Hammond spoke for sever- 
al hours and delivered one of tne strongest

Muny charitably inclined people send do- 
nations to the home in the way of old 
clothing and money, and these .contribu- 
tions are a great assistarce to the ladies 
in their work. For scme reason these con- 
tributiorfs have decreased and the ladies 
dre anxious to awaken new interest in the 
welfare of the home,

“Ten years ago there were fewer public 
charities in Atlanta, fewer interests, fewer 
calls upon the time of these women, but 
nothing has tempted them to leave the 
work.

“During the past year 113 children have 
been admitted to the home, and i19 sent 
out. The average number of inmates has 
beén sixty-three.

The water board holds two bills against 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
—one for $8 and the other for $is. These 
bills have been presented to Mr. Ernest 
Woodruff, president of the Consolidated, 
who, so Judge.Hillyer stated, laughed when 
they were handed him and said that the 
Consolidated wolld pay them as soon as 
it’ was established that his company was 
responsible tor the damage done the mains. 

The recent ordinance adopted by the city 
council upon this question provides that 
the water board is to present bills for 
damage done mains by electrolysis to the 
offending trolley company and if payment 
is refused the matter is to be given to 
the city attorneys for indictment. 

Yesterday a few moments before the 
board adjourned Judge Hillyer brought up 
the question. He said the bills had been 
presented and that he understood Mr. 
Woodruff had laughed at the board. Judge 
Hillyer was thoroughly in earnest, aS were 
also the other members.of the board. He 
said: 

“Before the board adjourns there is a 
matter I desire to bring before it. This is 
damage to our water mains by electrolysis. 
We have now two bils against the Con- 
solidated which that company refuses to 
pay. You will remember we asked the 
city council to allow us to collect bills for 
damages against trolley companies which 
ruined our mains and further suggested 
that the Consolidatea be instructed not to 
turn their currents on our pipes. 

“The council passed an ordinance in- 
structing us to collect bills where it can 
be proven that the trolley companies are 
responsible for the damage. We were told 
that if the companies refused to pay the 
bills we were to turn them over. to the 
city attorneys for collection. Now these 
bills have been presented to the Consoli- 
dated and Mr. Woodruff laughed at our col- 
lector, which is the same as refusing to 
pay the bills. 

‘IT think it is our plain duty to now 
give the bills to the city attorneys and let 
them proceed as they see best to collect 
the amounts. It is true they are small, but 
we had better take the matter in hand be- 
fore the amounts become too large.”’ 

‘‘Judge,’’ said Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward. ‘“‘don’t you remember that Mr. 
Woodru® said the bills would be paid?’’ 

“Yes, of course he said that,’’ replied 
Judge Hillyer.” It is his policy to tem- 
porize and put off. You gee the bills are 
against his company.”’ 

“I think,”’ said Mr. J. A. Morris, ‘‘that we 
should refer the bills to the city attorneys 
in order that they may institute suit at 
once agains the Consolidated. I will make 
a motion to that effect.’’ 

This was adopted unanimously and the 
city attorneys will deal with the Consoli- 
dated concerning the two bills for $8 and 
$18, respectively. 

The report of the finance committee of 
the water boerd was adopted.
